Many Mines seniors were surprised to learn that instructors 
who before seemed dull really had a lot on the ball. 

It is plainly obvious to most seniors completing the Fall 
inspection trips that the general knowledge, experience, 
future outlook, and overall good times had on the tours 
more than overcomes the financial burden which at first 
seemed excessive. 



International Hews Is Important 

Although most Miners are snowed under with school 
work and participation in outside activities, it might be good 
for them to take a closer look at world affairs. There isn't 
time in the evenings to do much more than glance at the 
larger headlines in the newspapers, read the comic strips, 
and pass over the sports section.
